We will show you the skins, skulls, and
tracks of some of our native animals,
including northeastern coyotes, deer,
moose, bobcats, and bears.

Join a park interpreter on a leisurely trail
walk at Mount Wachusett to learn how to
use bark to identify common species of
deciduous and coniferous trees. As an
added bonus, we will point out additional
characteristics of rare old-growth trees to
help you learn how to recognize theses
treasures.

Come journey with us to Wachusett’s
past. We will learn about our geologic
history, the last ice age, the Indigenous
Nipmuc people who inhabited this area,
the fascinating summit houses that once
stood on top of the mountain, the
historic Civilian Conservation Corps era,
the Hurricane of ‘38, the legend of Lucy
Keyes, and much more.
